All Communist units: The 23 Division of the 8 Colum is 15 kilometers southnest 
of Pouhsin (121-39, 42-03) See paragraph 18/7, and the 22 and 2/, Di- 
visions of this coluwm are west o a rnilroad in the area between Ihsicn 
(12-15, 41-32) and Chinchou (121-07, 41-07). The 25 Division of the 9 Columa 
occupied Panghan (122-02, 42-12) on 31 January. The 27 Division of the 9 Colum 
4s attacking Talingho (121-21, 41-11) after its capture of Shihshanchan. Taling~ 
ho is defended by the Nationzlist 184 Division, whoge strength is over 5,000 
troops, i :

The 52 army will 
move due th from Mukden with the other army to approach idacyang from the 
nertheast /See paragraphs 10 and 13/. 


The Cosmuniat 9 Colum captured Talingho oa the afterncon of 2 kebrnary. Ths 
Nationalist 184 Division withdrew tovard Chinchou. 


The Hatdionalist Mew 2 and 92 armies will move from Tisntein to Hulutas (121-O1,. 
Obs) by ship; the first unit of the Now 2 army should arrive at Hulutao in the 


sight of 3 February. 


The Comamnist 6 Colunn is movinr south from the Liaochung area. 

AlL Batdonalist units: One regiment of the New 2 army arrived at thilutao on 
schedule; the entire army is expected there by 10 february. One brigade of the 
207 Division is halfway between Lisoyang and Yingpan (124-14, 41-55). The 2 Di- 
vision of the 52 Army, pushing south from Mukden, reached Tahonan (123-20, 

41-30) on ite push to Liaoyang. Both of the last named units are moving cautiously 
tor nd of a Cormmiet flank attack. The New 1 army is at Suchiatun (123-22, 
41-443). 


41) Cowaanist units: On 3 February the 4 and 5 Divisions of the 2 Column were at 
Seufangtat (122-57, 41-34). The 4 Column moved east from the Paichipao {122=3L, 
41-52) area; the Brigade is east of Lisoyang; the 12 brigade is north of the 
town; the 10 Brigade is at Taanping (123-26, 41-10). Idaoyang ig *-ing subjected 
to heavy artillery and cortur fire fro. the South 8 Column. The 6 voltuuws is 
aoving toward Liaoyang and 5,000 troops of the 25 Division, 9 Colum, are moving 
toward the town from the Panehan area. The main force of the 1 Column is at Shen~ 
tanou (193-06, &h-31). The 22 Mvision of the 9 Column is 15 kilometers northwest 
of Chinchou. The Independant 3 Division is between Talingho and Ihsien, and is 
moving in the direction of Ihsien. The 26 and 27 Divisions of the 7 Column sre at 
falingho. The 23 Division of the 8 Colum are at Tayutun (121-26, 41-30). The 
10 Column moved to Chiumen (120-31, 40-43) on 3 February. The 3 Column is in the 
vicinity of Takuchiatsu (122-59, 42-02). 


O February 


Tho battle for Liaoyang has developed into a major campaign. The iationalist 
Temporary 54 Division, which had a strength of about 4,000, 4s reduced to 2,500. 
The Nationalist air Force will drop 2,000 pounds of light machine gun and €¢ am 
portar ammnibion to the 54 Division on the afternoon of 6 February. 


The Nationalist units reported on their way to Liaoyanys; [See paragraphs 6 and 10/7 
have not moved further besause of the Communist strength north of the town. The 
Hationalist G-3 Section wished to commit the Hew 1 army but General “EJ Li-huang | 
disagreed. Troops of the Communist 6 Colum are attacking the Liaoyang railroad 
station. The & and 5 Divisions of the 2 Colum are moving south from Ssufangtai. 


Four Nationalist temporary divisions have been dissolved to reinforce regular 
units. ‘The Temporary 55 Division became the 79 Division after the defeat of the 
79 Divia’.on at Yangchiachangteu (120-31, 40-50). The Temporary 51 Division, 
which wae badly beaten at Fouhsin in the sixth offensive, had ite remaining regi- 
went and a half assigned to the 26 Division and part to the Temporary 50 Division. 
The Tamporary 57 and the Temporary 58 Divieicns were dissolved to reinforce vari- 
ous Nationalist divisions. ijo replacements have been received by the Nationalists 
from the south since the beginning of December. 50,000 new recruits were to have 
been tuken from the kukden area in a period from December to the end of Febrvary, 
but 90 far only 25,000 have been drafted. Uniforms have been iseved to them. 
There is a shortage of weapons, however. The intention 1s to send these men south 
and to receive in exchange the same number cf armed recruits, following the policy 
of sending recruits away from home to prevent cesertions. Possibly other tempo~-
